Mr Durr! at- Tippermuir {poke Pkt, He began with an apology. 
for fpeakingvonea fubjeé which he had. not greatly ftudied. He own, 
ed that he was the firft who took the alarm, when thé inotion for an 
addrefs {¢emed to indicate an intention of entering deep into a difcul- 
fion of:politics. “He had felt himéelf hurt ‘by the addrefles'from the 
A flembly in former years, which were, in his opinion, of'a very fer- 
vile, adulatory, and incendiary nature, which vefounded with the re- 
bellion of America, the petfidy of France, the pride of Spain, and the 
ingratitude of Holland.’ Even with fome of thofe, which he would 
i Janguinary addreffes, he hud, to a certain degree, concurred, be- 
caufe he was.told, in loddett language, that they would ftrengthen the . 
hands of Adminiftration ‘ii fabdying the enemies of our’¢ountry. He 

















could. have no-juft.caufe of offence, though a decent compliment was 
made to their fueceflors from this General Affembly, Wied four er, 
Affemblies had frequently approved, and even flattered theit mea- 
fares in the higheft manner. He did not mean to makea compari- 
fon between his Majefty*s prefent Minifters and their preteceffors in 
office, It feemed to be admitted, with refpedt to the foreeing Mini- 
ftry, that they were at‘ lea(t unfortunate ; but he wonld teg the at- 
tention of the Houfe to the greatett of their many misfortates, which 
was, at the fame time; the fource of all the reft ; They fal unforti- 
nately taken it into their heads, that they werefit fo govery manKind 
in fpite of their necks.

Dr Greive obferved to the Houfe, that though it was undoubtedly. 

becoming iv the Aflembly to fupport Government, 46 J to exprefs their 
fentiments of events that were of confefled importance to the publig 
welfare, it was unfuitable to the charaéter of ecclefiaftics to interpole 
in the political fa€tions of the ftate. It was improper in its own na- 
ture, and efpecially as it was impoffible for. men, in the fituation of 
clergymen, to have fuch information of faéts and public charadters, as 
to enable them to form a juft opinion of those perfons whom his Ma- 
jefty was pleafed-to employ as his Miniflers. Befdes, the meafure 
propofed was inconfiftent with the praéticé which had been uniformly 
obferved by the Church of Scotland, from the glorious ta of the Re- 
volution till the prefent times. Some members had alluded to prece- 
dents, which they pretended were to be fonnd in the ‘records of the 
Honfe, and folid anfwers had been given to theis remarks by fome ho- 
nourable and reverend gentlemen who had already Spoken. He defied 
the gentlemen on. the other fide to produce one fingle precedent to 
juttify their purpofe within the period he had mentioned. ‘There was 
a remarkable zra in the hiftory of the Church, to which he hegged 
leave te call the attention of the Houfe: During the teign of Qucen 
Anne, aéts had been paffed in the Britith Parliament, eftablitbjng to- 
leration and the right of patrons.in Scotland. The Church were a- 
larmed, and apprehended tlat their conititution was overturned. 
They prefented addreffes to the ‘Throne, complaining of thefe ais, 
but neither approved of the old, nor complained of the new Admiai- 
ftration. As, therefore, in the prefent iuftance, it was both impro- 
per in itfelf, and inconfiftent with the practice of the Church, to ex- 
prefs any approbation of thofe perfons whom his Majelty had lately 
been pleafed to employ in the adminiflration of public affairs, he hear- 
tily concurred in fuupporting the motion which had been made, ** that 
the Venerable Afflembly fiould adopt that form ofan addrefs which 
had been reported by their Committee.” 

Mr Croset « faid, ‘* He had long fat as a Member of that Affembly ; 
and that he had always éndeavonred to at as a Prefbyterian and mem- 
ber of the Church of Scotland, as by law eftablifhed, accerding to the 
ideas which he underftood to be held forth in theig conftitutional charter, 
given them at the Revolution by Parliament, afterwards farther e-

of a (tate miniitry, ta be fubjeéts incompetent for their jorifdiétion, 
and to be beyond the Imits of their spiritual tervitory. He granted, 
that, if the late Adminiftration had deprived the Church of any of its 
effential rights, and if the prefent Adminiftration had reftored -thefe 
rights, there would haye been juft ground for congratulation; but, as 
the moft zcalous fupporters of the motion did sot pretend ‘that this 
was the cafe, he could not fee that there.was either, with 


to 
the former, ground of complaint, or, with regard to the latter, ground 
ofapprobation. He obferved farther, that the General A had 


offen met; during the exiflence of the former Miniftry; and difcas. 
vesed! no marks of diffatisfaction, He, therefore, thought it would be 
difhonourable for the Aflembly to have tamely fnbmitted to that Ad- 
miniftration when living, and now to fhade their memory with infidi- 
ous reflections when dead. He acknowledged the former Minifter$ 
were mnfuccefsfulybut he durft not add that they were unfaithful, 
for he:did not confider fuccefs as the te(t-of merit. He concluded by 
obferving, that even though it were competent for church courts to 
enter upon political ‘controverfy, yet he thought the prefent motion 
premature. He did not wifh to judge of thegree till he faw the fruit;

Mr Roaexrs@, Procurotor for the Church, confidered the queftion 
in a new and original point of view, . He began by obferving, that he 
agreed entirely with thofe reverend and honourable members who wete 
of opinion, that it was foreign to the bufinefs of an ecclefiaftical cour 
to confume their tine in debates upon the expediency or tin aces 
a change in his Majefty’s councils ; but that although the a ents 
which had bees urged upon that head, would, of themfelves, have 
been. fuficient te decide his judgment in favour of the firlt addrefs, yet 
it was not ‘upon that ground elone that he-refted the opinion which he 
was;to deliver to the Venerable Court,’ He obferved, ‘that sj 
gp Aeouy was a Court compofed of the reprefentatives of the feve- 

eee Ee ity) Agee abetuumune he vamtaotieabe 
the people of Scotland; and that every addrefs t he ji 
\pofed to convey to the Royal ear, not merely the fentiments of the in- 
dividual members of the Aflembly, but the trae and genuine fenti« 
ments of the great body of the people whom they reprefented ; that 
fuch addrefles were confidered as the voice of the people; .and that it 
was that circumftance which gave them weight and importance. It 
was, therefore, the duty of every member to take care that the: ad- 
diefs thould {peak the language of truth, and convey to the Throne a 
true and faithful reprefentation of the fentiments of the people of 
this country, 

When he confidered the general fpirit and tendency of the two ad 
dreffes in this point of view, he could not for one moment hefitate in 
preferring that which had been approven of by the Committce, ‘That 
addrefs began with declaring the warmett tentiments of loyalty and af+ 
fectign to his Majefty’s perion and government ; He truftedthat.there 
was notan individual in that houfe, nor a perfon in the nation, whofe 
heart was not animated with thefe sentiments; the addrefs then 
ceeded to congratulate his Majelty on the glorions viétory with which 
it had pleafed Providence to crown his arms; and was there any man, 
who deferved the name of a Briton, who did got rejoice in a gictory f@ 
. glorious in itfelf, and fo important in its confequences? It conchuded 
with anearneft wilh, that his Majeity might long wearthe crown. of. 
thefe rcalms, and might tranfmit it through his illuftrious houfe to 
the Jateft pofterity. It would not be denied that this was the nnivere 
fal voice of the people, who were zealoufly attached to Revolution 
principles, and to the fucceffiou of the Houle of Hanover. No.objec- 
tion could he made to this addrefs; it met the fentiment-of all ranks 
and defcriptions of men, and might be carried with confidence to the 
foot of the Throne as the addretSiof the whole body of the’ people:of : 
jhis kingdom. 

Let the addrefs propofed hy the Reverend Mr Porteous be exami- 
ned by the fame ftandard ; it affirmed that the prefent Miniltry pof= 
felled the confidence of the people, and infinuated, that the late fer- 
vants of the Crown did not enjoy-ity . Neither of thefe propofitions 
were confiftent with fact. Whence can it be inferred that the late 
Miniftty’ did not poflefs the confidence of the péople of Scotland? If 
we judge of the fentiments of the people from the conduct of their. re~ 
prefentatives in Patliament, we will find that they were wnited to a 
man in favour of thofe whom his Majeity had fo long entrufted with 
the conduét of public affairs. Did the people of Scotland exprefs their 
ditlatisfadtion with the condnét of Minittry, by petitions, by addrefles, 
or remonttrances to the Throne? Did they; not, on the contrary, u- 
nite, with unprecedented unanimity, in every meafite that could 
ftrengthen the hands of Government? At the.time of the general e- 
legtion, when the voice of the people is liftened to with more atten. 
tion than at any other peried, thete appeared no fymptom of national 
difcontent with the late Miniltrys the elections went almoft every 
where in favour of their friends; and it may’be affirmed, that, among 
the numerous contefts which took place at the laft general eledtion, 
there was not one which was influcnced by oppofition principles. ‘The 
fentiments of the people, as declared in the addreffes of former Aflem- 
blies, do not indicate any want of confidence. in his Majetty’s Minis 
{ters. In fhort,-there is no part of the conduét of the people of this 
kingdom which can warrant what js fo plainly infinyated fn the ade 
dreis, that the late Miniftry did not poflefs the confidence of the peo 
ple. The addrefs bas declared, that the prefent Minijfters enjoy the 
confidence of tie people; to this propefition he could not affent. 
There are many men among his Majelty’s prefent fervantsof diftin- 
guifhed abilities and virtue; but they areyet in their infancy asa Mi« 
niltry, and we do not know them fufficiently to place confidence in 
them ; the proper exertion of their abilities for the profperity of this 
empire, and the haprinedfs of the people, may in time entitle them to 
that confidence which they cannot enjoy, and have not yet merited. 
This Adembly ought to approach the Throne with the language of 
truth; he would, therefore, vote for the figtt addrefs, which contain-

Would it not be better the nomination thould be left to fome perfans 
of: approved knowledge, the Colleges of Phyficians and Surgeons? 
Aad where, Sir, would be the hardthip of refafing the people a yore 
in his tledtion? ‘They siecd not employ him ublefs they pleale’ mafiy 
would no doubt prefer a quack ; fome weuld apply to Dr Greeny while 
others, of a mirthfal-turn, might be better pleafed with his Merry 
Andrew. Some might. be ‘for a man-midwife, while others would 
chufe to have a midwife, who was ho man at all} Thife fellows, very 
likely, would give them. poifon. inftead of phyfic; but they have only 
themfelves to blame; and their country has cértainly difcharged its 
duty in appainting proper and well-qualified ‘perfons.

of fact; that whatever was the procedure of the prefbyteries in que- 
ftion, this much was certain, that the people in thofe bounds were u- 
nited, and in peace; that the churehes were'crouded, and that there 
was but one feceding meeting houfe within that Synod. * . 
‘The Lorv Cuter Baron and Mr Crosste fpoke.on dppofite fides, 
with great eloquence, in illuftrating the law of patronage, -in its re- 
Jation to the powers of the church. 
The Honourable Mr Hivay Easxine faid, that he had ftudied, 
with great care, the right, beth of patrons and people, but did not 
think the prefent queftion conneéted with Tach difquifitions. He 
fpoke, therefore, to the point before the Houfe, and thought a decla- 
ration of thé ufage of the church expedient. 
A member having mentioned that Aberdeen was the Prefbytery al- 
luded to in the overture,'Mr Fuicerton, a minifteran that Prefbytery, 
rofe, and made many fa¥ewd and pointed remarks upon the overture. 
He affured the Houfe, that for fitty years pall, the moderation of a 
call had in sto'inftance been negleéted ip the Prefbytery of Aberdeen. 
Whether neighbeuring Prefbyterics were equally regular in this point he 
was not concerned to fay. © That the people-of the’ north, owing: per- 
haps to their.frogen clioxe, had fefs violent geal in church polities: than 
their friends of the fouth and the weft: That they, in the fpirit of peace, 
accepted ‘the Prefentees offered to them ; and that they were tery care- 
lefs about calls when the¢ were moderated among them, as they could 
not comprehend the ufe of alking theit confent'te a meafare which they 
knew wasto take place whether they confented or not. ~ This member 
made a fpecch Full of {trong fenfe, pronouriced if the fimplicity of the 
Aberdonian dialeét, and pleated the Houfe-in evety refpc&t but in the 
length of his Speech, which was immoderate. 
Pofefor Hitt, in a found butiirefs Speech, confined himfelf to what 
was immediatcly before the Houf:; and obivrved, that he agreed with 
thofe who had fpoken.tefore him, in thimking a moderation of a éall 
an eftablithed form.of the Church; that he agreed with them in think- 
jng there was uo evidence, that the irregularity, which the overtures 
fated, exifted any where :That he could not agree to any refolution 
approving of the oveytuaes, becaufe this,implied, that a cenfire was.due 
to fome Prefbyteries, when it did not appear it was due to any 5: and 
becaufe it conveyed.to the publi¢ an opinion, that there is a want of 
dniformity and of regularity in the proceedings.of the judicatories of this 
Church : That he thonght the Houfe wag wel) fopnded in difmiffing the 
overtures; but he «vas afraid fo fimple.a fentence might be reprefent- 
ed: ‘WHat, at-atfealon when every heart and haud ought to be united ;
